A LESSON IN POLITICS. 
T ie reports frcm Washington rather 
indicate that that eggreesive republican 
editor and intl ately bitter partisan, Mu­ 
rat Halstead, will not attend the German 
court as envoy extraordinary and minu­ 
ter plenipotentiary of the United States. 
The Gazette has several times in the 
oourse of the past few years taken occas­ 
ion to condemn the bitterness of Mr. 
Halstead’s personalities. 
He is a very 
able man, but he is merciless in his at­ 
tacks, not only on his political enemies 
but likewise on his own party friends 
who sometimes take issue with him on 
political questions. When his spirit of 
animosity rises in him, he never spares a 
friend or foe, and never uses common dis­ 
cretion in assailing human character. He 
lost himself in prejudice and was over­ 
come by hate when he assailed Lincoln 
and Grant jeais ego; and recently he 
had a set-to with certain republican sen­ 
ators who did not vote just as he wanted 
them to when the question of inves­ 
tigating the election of Seuator Payne 
came up for consideration. 
Halstead’s 
reference to the republicans who did not 
want to go into the investigation were 
very uncomplimentary, in fact was a 
gross outrage, But only a few months 
passed away, and the tables have been 
turned, Mr. Halstead then bad his fun 
in thrashing republican senators with bis 
pen, new the lepublican senators have 
their fun in mortifying Halstead with 
their votes against him, 
Mr. Halstead is one of these unright­ 
eous men who will not permit, if he can 
help it, anybody to differ with him. 
This is why he bas taken occasion to call 
Senator Sawyer “Old Sawlogs.’’ and why 
he called Senator Teller a thief, or 
using a term meaning the same thing. 
He bas spent much of his life in abusing 
good men and harshly criticising others 
for not bowing to the will of Mural 
Halstead. It is no wonder, then, tba* 
there are republican senators who want 
to defend their manhood by voting 
against his confirmation. 
Senator Sherman, to be sure, defends 
Halstead, not his darts of malice or shafts 
of envy, but his fitness for the German 
mission. He pleads for the mercy of the 
senators, but forgot that when the sena­ 
tors wanted simple justice from Halstead 
the Ohio editor had peither justice nor 
mercy to bestow upon the senators whom 
he was trying to defame and crush with 
“ ghoulism glee.” 
ThiB is an important political lesson 
for Mr. Halstead. A man who engages 
in the crucifixion of character, must not 
be suprised nor disappointed if he there­ 
by orucfies his political ambition. Eye 
for any eye is not good politics neither 
is it good religion, but in the sermon 
delivered by the most compassionate and 
merciful being that ever lived, we read, 
“Judge not, that ye be not judged. For 
with what judgement ye judge, ye shall 
be judged.” That is a pretty old say­ 
ing, but it is just as true and lust as 
righteous now as it was when the great 
sermon was delivered, An editor who 
goes into the wholesale business of 
abuse, must expect to reap what he sows.

would have survived it, unless she was in 
an unseaworthy condition, a statement 
which Mr. Kunhardt positively denies.

W ashington, March 29.—Murat Hal­ 
stead’s nomination for Minister to Ger­ 
many was rejected by the Senate Thurs­ 
day. 
Tho vote was 
27 nays to 16 yeas. 
The 
actual test 
of 
strength was 26 to 17, 
for Senator Sherman 
changed his vote from 
the affirmative to the 
negative in order to 
move a reconsidera­ 
tion. 
The Republican 
Senators who voted 
against confirmation 
were Cullom of Illi­ 
nois, Plumb and In­ 
galls of Kansas, Tel- 
liU bA T H a l s t e a d . ie r Gf Colorado, and 
Stewart of Nevada. 
It was also stated 
that Senator Hale of Maino 
vetoed and 
spoke against confirmation. 
No Demo­ 
cratic Senator voted for it. 
Senator Sher­ 
man reported the nomination favorably 
from the foreign relations committee and 
called it up for action. 
Ho was surprised 
when the vote of Republican Senators be­ 
gan to be recorded in tho negative, and 
his motion to reconsider was tho first hint . 
that some of the Senators had that Hal­ 
stead was knocked out. 
The talk was bitter. 
Senator Toller led 
off with a savage attack on Halstead for 
his criticism of public men and his subse­ 
quent retractions. 
The Cincinnati editor’s 
attack on a dozen or more Republican Sen­ 
a to r because of their action in the Payne 
election case was also the text for most of 
the remarks. 
Senators Plumb and Ingalls 
followed in the same vein and denounced 
Mr. Halstead as unfit to represent the 
United States in any position of trust. 
The burden of tho defense fell on Senator 
Sherman, who made the best he could of 
the case. 
Ad adjournment was had before 
the vote on reconsideration was taken. 
In 
the debate there was a great deal said 
about Halstead’s attacks on Gen. Logan, 
and this had more to do with the rejection 
than any other one circumstance. 
After the adjournment of the Senate 
several Republican Senators who had voted 
for confirmation went to the White House 
and urged President Harrison to withdraw 
Halstead’s nomination. 
He promised to 
consider their request. 
Halstead’s friends 
who have heard from him say that he will 
not allow his name to be withdrawn, but 
will go down with colors flying. Efforts are 
being made to get some Democratic votes 
for Halstead, but they do not promise to 
be successful. 
The President Is also being 
urged to make it a personal matter with 
the Republican Senators, but he can hardly 
afford to do this. 
It now looks as though 
the rejection cannot be reconsidered. This 
is the first of President Harrison’s nomina­ 
tions to be rojocted, and tile action of the 
Senate has caused an uneasy feeling. 
Before roaching Mr. Halstead’s caso the 
nomination of John C. New to bo Consul 
General to London and Lewis Wolfley to 
be Governor of Arizona, which were pend­ 
ing, were confirmed. 
A final attempt of 
opposition to defeat Mr. New’s confirma­ 
tion was based upon tho assertion that his 
paper, tho Indianapolis Journal, 
had 
published 
articles reflecting upon 
the 
private character of President Cleveland. 
This 
charge 
was warmely denied by 
Senator Voorhees of Indiana and tho 
nomination was confirmed.

Secretary Wludom has directed the re­ 
moval of Richard Lancaster, surveyor of 
the port of St. Louis, and has recommend­ 
ed James O. Churchill for appointment as 
Lancaster’s successor.

Tho death in this city of James S. Mc­ 
Cray, says the St. Louis Globe Democrat, 
*ecalls a remarkable incident in the petro- 
eum romance. 
Franklin is the county 
leat of Venango county, through which 
lows the Oil creek along whose banks oc­ 
u rred the great oil excitement. 
James 
McCray was a Venango county farmer 
whose farm, 150 acres, was situated on the 
top of a hill near Petroleum Center. He 
had boen a wood-choppor and a mill-hcnd 
tad after a time bought a team of horst*. 
With his team he made some money haul* 
Ing in tho lumber woods and then bought 
the farm referred to. 
He was to pay $2,000 for it, but it was 
•everal years before he had it free of in- 
zumbrances. 
During the first oil excite­ 
ment on the creek no one thought of going 
»n the hills to find oil and the McCray 
farm was passel by unnoticed. 
In 1876 
the seekers after oil began to double on 
their track, and Keefer & Watson struck a 
well on the Dalzell lands, adjoining Mc­ 
Cray’s that flowed 40) barrels a day. 
Oil was worth $3 a barrel, and later the 
price advanced to $.5 a barrel. 
Big wells 
were soon opened up on tho McCray farm, 
and for the acreage it proved to be ths 
most prolific oil farm ever developed. 
For 
the privilege of welling on his farm Mc­ 
Cray received $1,000 an acre bonus and 
half the oil. 
Wells were put down iu rapid succession 
until the output of the farm was 2,700 bar­ 
rels a day. 
Oil was then $5 a barrel and 
as half the production of the farm belonged 
to McCray it made his income nearly $5 a 
minute, night and day. 
For the farm, for 
which he paid $2,000, he was offered 
$500,000, but would not take it. Operators 
and sight-seers flocked to the farm by 
hundreds, and McCray’s children, with a 
keen commercial instinct, set up an apple 
stand on the road leading up the hillside to 
the farm to turn an honest penny in the 
traffic of fruit gathered from the orchard. 
At the time of this wonderful develop­ 
ment McCray’s hilltop farm yielded the 
largest revenue ever received by a single 
firm from tho production of petroleum. 
From a humble farmer McCray became one 
of the bonanza kings of oil regions. 
He 
did not sell his oil as fast as produced, but 
erected immense iron tanks in which to 
hold it for a still higher price. 
He built 
and filled tanks until he had 150.000 barrels 
stored. 
For this oil he was offered $500,- 
900 cash, but he would not accept it. 
He was holding it, ho said, for an even 
$5 a barrel. 
There came a panic in the 
market, and oil dropped to $3 a barrel, 
then to $2. 
His tanks got to leaking and 
a large amount of the oil ran into the 
creek. 
Lightning struck some of the tanks 
and they drowned with their contents. He 
held what was left of his oil for years and 
finally closed out the mere remnant that 
was left of his rich holdings at $1 a barrel, 
realizing a few thousand dollars instead of 
$500,000.

battery, a ridiculously small amount of 
energy all told, and such magnet can lift 
many pounds of iron in contact 
But 
without contact it may lift and hold a 
pound of iron easily. 
It will hold that 
pound for an eternity, and the magnet is 
expending energy, 
until 
it foots up 
an almost inconceivable total of actual 
power. 
Not alone that, but the magnet of 
one pound lifting power to-day may and 
will b? stronger to-morrow. 
Where does 
all 
tnis really tremendous amount of 
energy come from? 
By what inscrutable 
process does the mere magnetization of a 
bar of steel make of it a machine for the 
transformation of energy? Not a reaction­ 
ary or storage device, which, like a steel 
spring honestly gives back approximately 
all it has received, but a perpetual trans­ 
forming or converting machine. 
There is 
a hidden process going on of some kind; 
energy is going into the magnet ail the 
time it is doing work—energy in some 
form.
